112, 2nd paragraph is maintained. The amendment of claim 1 to recite that a cell of a solid tumor would express the antigen does not 
address the indefiniteness of where or what kind of cell expresses the antigen. It is noted that in the 1 .132 declaration, it states that "every 
cell in the solid tumor mass would express part of the non-muscle myosin heavy chain A (nmMHC-A) antigen (SEQ ID NO:17) on its cell 
surface" 

The amendment of Claim 1 to require that the antigen 1) consists of a part which is exposed on a surface of a cell of a 
certain solid tumor (i.e., gastric, breast, colon and esophageal cancer), and 2) comprises residues 600-1,960 of SEQ ID NO:17 now reads 
on the full length non-muscle myosin heavy chain A antigen (SEQ ID NO:17) which raises new issues for search and consideration.. 
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
